Reception Is Enthusiastic 


And Thousands March 


In Parade

New York. Oct. 27.—Candidate Wil- 


liam H. Taft made a run over into 
Connecticut early in the day. and on 
his return to New Yorjc put in a solid 
evening of speechmalcing in Brooklyn. 


While the day. despite its call for a 


speech of some length in Xew Haven 
^and a shorter one at Port Chester on 
the return trip to Xew York, was one 
of comparative ease for the Republi- 
can candidate, the calls that were 
made 
upon him in Brooklyn were 


such as to keep him actively occu- 
pied every moment of his time. 


When the candidate entered that 


portion of Greater Xew York he found 
himself fairly overwhelmed with en- 
gagements Before the night was'over 
he had accomplished five speeches, 
eaten dinner with a hundred promi- 
nent Republicans as the guest of Re- 
publican State Chairman Timothy L. 
Woodruff, reviewed a parade, which 
in spite of somewhat adverse weath- 
er conditions was impressive in its 
slice and inspiring in its enthusiasm, 
and then attended a reception at the 
Union League club. 


A deluge which broke loose just at 


about the time that Mr. Taft was en- 
tering Xew York's trans-pontine sec- 
tion threatened for a time seriously 
to interfere with the evening's pro- 
gram here. It had been planned to 
make the parade one of the big fea- 
tures of the Taft demonstration, and 
the downpour, the heaviest of the fall 
season^ thus 
far, 
continued 
long 


enough to give the managers of the 
parade and the proposed participants 
in it several anxious quarter-hours. 
The rainfall ceased, however, some 
time before the parade was scheduled ! 
to 
start, and the comfort of the' 


marching thousands or of the review-1 
ing party was not interfered with, and ' 
the function was carried out with all 
the elaborateness planned 
and that 


enthusiasm for which the Republican 
cohorts of Kings county are famed. 


Similarly successful and enthusias- 


tic were the meetings of the night, 
particularly those in the

where Mr. Taft made his principal 
addresses.

with "Taft. Taft, 


Taft." 
Knthusiasm and 
friendliness 


were everywhere" apparent. 


When the candidate arrived at Xew 


Haven he inquired at once for his son 
Robert. After the meeting 
Robert, 


who is a junior at Yale, and who had 
been making frantic efforts to get to 
his father through the crowds, finally 
reached him at the station. "My son," 
said Judge Taft, as he placed the 
boy's ruddy face between his hands 
and planted a kiss squarely on his 
lip. Robert was taken aboard and 
was an adrriring listener to his fath- 
er's speech at Port Chester, on the 
way back. Here a tremendous crowd 
had assei.iOled for the purpose of Us- 


. tening to both William J. Bryan and 


Mr. Taft. who were each due there 
about the same time. Judge Taft 
reached there first and he was met 
by cheers and the waving of many 
small flags in the hands of the crowd, 
•which spread itself entirely over the 
large park facing the station. 


"Bryan said a year ago that the re- 


cent panic was not due to Roosevelt." 
said Mr. Taft. in this brief speech.

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BRYAN A POPULIST 


The contention so fcvmioutly pre- 


sented both by the friends and the op 
ponents of "William Jennings Bryan 
that he is a Populist first and a Demo 
crat afterward derives peculiar Interest 
from the existing political situation In 
his own state of Nebraska. The Popu- 
list party aud the Democracy in that 
state are both supporting Mr. Bryan, 
and each claims him as its very own. 
offering to identify him by a straw- 
berry mark near his left elbow, but the 
glaring fact remains that without the 
Populist vote he has no more chance of 
carrying the state than an oyster scow 
would .have in an argument with a first 
class battleship. 


The facts are worthy of attention. 


The Nebraska Populists have ollicial!;. 
indorsed Bryan, and the Democratic 
nominees for electors have been placed 
on the ticket as Populist electors also. 
In his eager desire to be all things to 
all men Mr. Bryan is a Populist in Pop- 
ulist communities aud a Democrat in 
Democratic communities, but with a 
distinct reservation that at all times 
and iu all places he is always for Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan. 


Conservative Democrats in other sec 


tions who are trying to persuade them- 
selves that Mr. Bryan has outgrown or 
discarded the dangerous vagaries of 
Populism may study the Nebraska 
situation to their profit. The Nebraska 
Populists have carefully preserved their 
state organization. They have surren- 
dered none of their doctrines. But they 
are convinced that Mr. Bryan is one of 
them, that he believes as they do ami 
that at heart he is just as earnestly in 
favor of greenback Inflation, the free 
coinage of silver, public ownership o' 
railroads and the government issue or 
Warehouse certificates for deposits of 
grain as they themselves ever were. 
They insist that he Is their man. and 
he modestly declines to dispute their 
cfalm. Nor could he consistently do so, 
for so far as his words and acts indi- 
cate he is the identical Bryan whom 
they "nominated for president iu 1SOC. 


In 1806 Mr. Bryan, supported by the 


Populists and the Democrats, carried 
Nebraska by 13,o7G. In 1000 President 
McKinley carried the state by SGI. In 
1902 the Republicans carried it for 
governor by 5,353 and In 1003 for su- 
preme court judge by 9,127. 
In 1004 


Mr. 'Bryan supported the Democratic 
nominee for president. Mr. Parker, so 
cordially that the Republicans carried 
the state for Roosevelt by S8.GS2. The 
Republican candidate for governor in 
1906 won by 12,973. 
•The Republican vote for president in 
Nebraska In 1904 was 138.r>S8. 
The 


Democratic vote was 51,876, and the 
straight Populist ticket polled 20.518 
votes. It will be seen that to come 
even within hailing distance of elec- 
tion this year Mr. Bryan must poll the 
solid vote of the two parties which 
claim him as their own, and even then 
he would be some 66,000 shy. To 
cover that staggering shortage Mr. 
Bryan is willing to be known as a 
Populist in one county, as a Democrat 
In the next and as almost anything to 
win.

Ohio News 


Decides Against Election Board. 
Columbus. O.. Oc'_ 27.—Members of 


the board of election of Cuyahoga 
county have no authority to inquire 
Into whether voting machines were le- 
gally used in a number of precincts 
of Cleveland last week when a special 
election was conducted on the street 
railway referendum, according to an 
opinion announced by Orla E. Harri- 
son of the attorney general's depart- 
ment. If the supporters of the defeat- 
ed project wish to contest the elec- 
tion they must carry the question to 
the courts. Senator Harrison holds, as 
the authority of the election board is 
purely ministerial, and does not em- 
brace th*» right to inquire into the 
validity or regularity of the elections. 
The board. Senator Harrison says, can 
not hear "any evidence to contradict 
or explain tally sheets or to act upon 
information not appearing upon their 
face."
